Specifically, 
the proposed amendment fails to set forth to what the flavin is in a ratio with. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: while applicant argues the composition has 
unexpected results of increased stability, the figures to which applicant refers are not commensurate in scope with the claimed 
composition. Specifically, the figures show a composition of FAD and/or borax, not boric acid or borate; and the independent claims do 
not require borax. In addition, the claims do not require how much of the flavin or group III compound must be present to stabilize the 
composition. Finally, the figures on which applicant relies do not reflect the specific ratios or amounts ar argued by applicant. Moreover, 
the arguments are not commensurate is scope with the claims or figures. Regarding claims 35, 37 and 39. these claims stand rejected 
under 103 for the reasons set for the in the final rejection. 
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
